floods, and-riſing of the K7: ers thereby occaſioned, had raiſed the 
Waters, toſucha hight, twat all the Road ſeemed one great River, 


but yet thinking it not deep,nor theStream ſo fierce,as he afterwards 


found it, be adventured to paſs through,but ſoon found his raſhneſs 
when it admitted ofno retreat, for coming to a place where the 
Water fell from the higher ground diſgorged it ſelf into 'a low 
Meddow full of dangerous Ditches, which at that time ſeemed all a 
Sea, the Horſes who a loog time had ſwome with him on their 
backs, were droven down by the Impetuolity of the Torrent and he 
tozerher with them loſt, being carryed the ſpace of 700. yards, and 
there ſuuk in an Ofter Ditch. : 

A Coach, with ſeveral perſons of either Sex, coming from a 
Village near Market-Herborough inLeicefter-Shire,about the begining 
of the laſt week the Coaciiman warranting a ſafe paſſage ina deep 
Road, the Horſes plungiag out of their depth, the Coach over-ſcr 
and was notwithſtanding draged by the Horſes, ſ\wiming for the 
ſpace of 100 yards, during which ſpace thoſe that were in it could 
nor get out, yet 3. of them, there being 4 1n alſo kept their heads a- 
boveWater,that they came ſafe to aſhallow,the fourth being drown- 
ed as lying under the reſt, yet ſuch was their Miſerable Condition 
that when come to the ſhallow, they could ſee no Land, neither be- 
fore nor behind them for neara furlong, and the waters ſtill in- 
creaſed on them, ſo that they were forced to cut the Horſes Harneſ- 
esand tyethem by the Rains to one ofthe wheels to keep them from 

lunging intoa deeper water,then they hadwith ſo much danger paſ- 

Fed -and {0 ireing eopoeher with the Coachman, who had ſaved him- 

ſelf by keep ing his Box for the ſpace of 4. hours in that Melancholy 

ſture at the end thereof the Raine having ſometime before ceaſed 

it ſopleaſedGod thatthe waters abated, &then geting upon the Horſes 

left: theCoach and their dead Friend, and returned from whence 

they czme, andto the amazement of the Country people made this 
Lamentable Relation. LS | 

A Gentleman coming from Oxford on the 29. of May betweert 
Wickham and Beckonsfield was together with his Horſe carried away 
with the Stream, that came our of a Meddow on the right hand into 
a Meddow on the left, and there plunged into a River that drives 
the Paper Mills where his Horſe was loſt, and himſelf had fellowed 
the ſamefate had not Providenceſo ordered it that he caught hold 
on a Willow that grew on the Banck, and ſo by ſcrambling up into 
it ſaved his life, being forced there to comtinue for the ſpace of four 

Hours; at what time a Millers Boat came to his releife: and wefince 
hear , that in the bottom of Chalt-H:lnear Stoke Church a Coach 
was over-ſet, and two paſſengers drowned, and that 3oo Sheep, and 
ſeveral Cows, and Horſes, periſhed the laft week by over-flowing 
of the River [ſs 
. At Creford inKenr, a fearful wh happened onW#itſun-musday 
which entering ſeveral houſes put the people into a great confterna- 
tion - cauſing all the wooden Lumber below-ſtairs, to ſwim up and 
down,as alſo ſeveral Stacks of Hay and Corn, laying many Corn- 
Fields under water, to the great amazement of the Inhabitants. At

A Wagon comivg towards London, was near Rumford, on Tharſ=

As likewiſe ;0.ne Houies Dzmoliſhed, and many people killed and 
hart, with th: prodigious Thunder and Lightening, hat has, for a 
Monch paſt, hapoencd in tho'c parts, nor has the Sea by the Exceed- 
ing great Land-floods, that have of lare rowled into it, failed toover- 
flovv its Banks, efpecially on the Coaſts of Holland , and- Zelend, 
yvhere the Dikes, being broken through wich Violence of rhe 
Waves and :heir ſoftneſs,vy reaſon of rhe continual Rain, that for the 
ſpace of 13 days, cont:nued there above 6000. Acres lic under vvater: 
and amonglt other :h:#zs a Village itt Zealand Is quite carried a- 


way, wherein periſhed ſeveral ſick and feeble people who 


could nor fly before the Torrent had ſtopped all paſſages, ſo thar 
their Friends, who in the Confternation fled, could not return to re- 
lieve them withoat the Eminent hazard of thur owntves. 


In Cambridge on wendneſday laft a Gentleman and his man at- 
remptingto paſs abirdg covered by the water it unhappyly_ fortuned 
that 4 part of it was carryed away by the vioenc of the Torrent;ſo 
thattheman venturingformoſt fell with his horſe where both periſh- 
edinthe floods;his after not being able to render him any reliefe. 


At a Place called Claphan in Surry on this Side Putney on T «eſ- 
d:ythe 29 of May in the Evening as ſeveral People were Siting in 
a houſe ditcourſing, a flaſh of Lighrening of which that night there 
were many diſ{inal ones, entering amongſt them ſtruck a girle and a 
min down upon the flore and ſorely rent the houſe: and after- 


wards another Clap of thunder attended with lightening ſtruck an-' 


other Perſon dovvn as he was traveling by the faid houſe fo that he 
lay in the ſtreet for dead, all over him being as black as a hat and 
the houſe for that night and part of the next day was ſo'ſtrongSented 
with Sulphur that tew people could long Indure it, thought many 
as well the Gentry as the poorer ſort hearing of this ſad accident,
